Prentice to lead 
PCs into election

A cryptic invitation appears to 
be pointing Albertans in the dir¬ 
ection of a provincial election 
that Premier Jim Prentice will 
announce Tuesday morning. 

According to an invite to 
Progressive Conservative candi¬ 
dates that was leaked to Metro, 
Prentice will make an “im¬ 
portant announcement” at the 
Crestwood Community Hall in 
Edmonton Tuesday morning. 

No one from the premier’s 
office was able to confirm the 
event Monday, but Metro did 
confirm the booking with the 
hall’s operator. 

The invitation encourages 
all Edmonton-area candidates 
and their teams to attend and 
says Prentice will attend. 

Adding fuel to the election 
speculation is the public itiner¬ 
ary for the government, which 
usually lists a number of ap¬ 
pearances by cabinet minis¬ 
ters. This week it’s blank, with 


only one cabinet meeting at 
9 a.m. today. 

As everyone waits for an 
election that has been on the 
radar for weeks, political par¬ 
ties are making last-minute 
preparations, but say they’re 
ready. 

On Monday, NDP Leader 
Rachel Notley held a pre-cam¬ 
paign event at the offices of 
Marlin Schmidt, the party’s can¬ 
didate in Edmonton — Goldbar. 
“Alberta’s NDP is ready for the 
election, regardless of when it’s 
called,” Notley said. “Our team 
as a whole is really excited to 
be able to offer an alternative 
to Albertans.” 

Wildrose leader Brian Jean 
said today’s election call is 
completely unnecessary and 
is about political opportunism. 

“It fits the modus operandi 
of the PC Government,” he said. 
“They’ve been doing this for a 
long time.” 

Alberta party leader Greg 
Clark said the party won’t be 
fielding a full slate of candi¬ 
dates, but will focus on areas 
where they can win.

Board boss wants pop tax 


The Alberta Federation of 
Labour’s (AFL) web campaign for 
“A Better Way” could be pulled 
from the Internet when Premier 
Jim Prentice makes his widely 
expected election call Tuesday 

The group announced Mon¬ 
day that Alberta’s chief electoral 
officer has told them videos on 
the website betterwayalberta.ca 
constitute third-party advertise¬ 
ments under the province’s elec¬ 
tion finances act. Gil McGowan, 
president of the AFL, said this 
means the ads will have to come 
down during a campaign. 

“Without them the website is 
just an empty shell; it would be 
meaningless for people to visit 
the site,” he said. 

McGowan said the federation 
sought the opinion from chief 
electoral officer Glen Resler — 
and while the group doesn’t 
argue with his thinking, they 
also feel viewing the videos as 
such is a broad interpretation 
of a badly drafted law. 

“Forcing people like us to 
shut down websites is like tell¬ 
ing people what they can and 
can’t read,” he said. “This goes 
beyond absurd. It actually has 
anti-democratic undertones.” 

McGowan said they’re asking 
Prentice for assurances that the 
government won’t prosecute 
them for leaving the website up. 

He said they’re also looking at 
a Charter challenge to the law, 
because he believes it violates 
their freedom of speech.

Idea similar to

The chairman of Edmonton 
Public Schools wants the prov¬ 
ince to tax sugary drinks. 
Michael Janz will ask his 


fellow trustees Tuesday for 
their support in his push for 
a $0.50 per litre tax on sugary 
drinks — one of several mo¬ 
tions the Alberta School Boards 
Association will consider en¬ 
dorsing at the meeting. 

Janz said he was impressed 
by a recent proposal from the 
Alberta Policy Coalition for 
Chronic Diseases Prevention 
for a sugar tax. 

“To me it is very similar 
to the work we have done as 
school boards in anti-tobacco 
initiatives and anti-drug initia-

tives,” he said. 

The policy coalition released 
its proposal in Januaiy, arguing 
a tax on sugary drinks would 
reduce consumption and im¬ 


prove people’s health. 

Janz said ideas like this are 
easiest to push from the bot¬ 
tom up. 

“If school boards were able 
to demonstrate support for a 
sugar-added beverage tax, this 
would help build political will 
throughout the province,” he 
said. “It does provide political 
cover.” 

Janz said the idea would 
be pushing the envelope but 
believes it makes sense given 
the benefits it could create. 

“Tobacco added taxes didn’t 


come in overnight. It took 
years for that initiative to 
move forward,” he said. 

He said the board has al¬ 
ready worked to eliminate 
unhealthy foods and drinks 
inside buildings because they 
know they affect learning, and 
this would be the next step. 

“We want our students to 
be able to attend and be ready 
to learn, and that is difficult 
when we’re having to deal 
with health effects from the 
students’ environment,” he 
said.

Safety a concern 
for city’s cyclists

Infrastructure 
key to relieving 
fears of bike 
riders: Survey

For Ed Jay, riding his bike in 
the painted lane on 95 Av¬ 
enue is a route he only takes 
if he’s in a hurry — but not 
one he will bring 
his family on. 

“It’s not my fa¬ 
vourite route to 
ride so I don’t ride 
it that often,” he 
said. “There’s 
more scenic routes 
to take and I think 
it’s for more ser¬ 
ious commuters 
only, especially 
for some sections 
on it.” 

Despite being a 
regular bike com¬ 
muter, Jay’s concerns about 
biking on many streets and 
avenues in Edmonton are 
typical of the city’s cyclists, 
according to recent city data. 

The results of a survey 
that sought input from cyc¬ 
lists shows 45 per cent of 
respondents are interested 
“but concerned” about safety 
in considering if they will 
increase the amount they 
cycle in Edmonton. 

The results don’t surprise 
Urban Systems represent¬ 
atives, the company that 
was hired to review safety 


on some of the city’s bike 
lanes, like 95 Avenue and 
40 Avenue. 

After conducting an in¬ 
dependent review of the 
many bike lanes installed 
in 2013, Urban Systems found 
that infrastructure is key to 
dispelling cyclist safety con¬ 
cerns. 

Even if it’s just a painted 
line with some signage, bike 
lanes do keep things much 
safer for cyclists, said Brian 
Patterson, senior transpor¬ 
tation planner with Urban 
Systems. 

“Our conclusion is the 
(bike routes) 
didn’t introduce 
any safety issues 
and in fact the 
safety perform¬ 
ance got better 
about reducing 
collisions along 
the corridor,” he 
said 

With about 54 
per cent of Ed¬ 
montonians oc¬ 
casionally biking, 
urban planners 
say the infra¬ 
structure will help address 
people’s concerns. 

“The city has been building 
more infrastructure to get 
people cycling and just by 
having people cycling, that 
actually contributes to safer 
cycling to all road users,” 
Patterson said. “The more 
facilities built, the more col¬ 
lisions are down.” 

Later this month, the city 
is expected to release better 
detail on its future bike infra¬ 
structure plans for popular 
routes on 83 Avenue and 102 
Avenue.

Q MYTHS 

Misconceptions about 
urban riders 

Brian Patterson with 
Urban Systems says 
there are myths about 
the popularity of cyc¬ 
ling. Here are some of 
the top misconceptions: 

1. Cyclists are only a 
small portion of the 
population: About 54 
per cent of Edmonton¬ 
ians cycle, with about 
35 per cent of those 
people using bikes for 
recreation only. City 
data also shows that 35 
per cent of people are 
biking every week 

2. It's too far to ride: 

That isn't the case when 
it comes to the hard 
facts, says Patterson. 
About 49 per cent of all 
bike rides Edmontonians 
take last about 15 to 20 
minutes. 

3. Cycling infrastruc¬ 
ture requires too much 
money: That isn't the 
case in Edmonton, says 
Patterson. With 0.7 per 
cent of Edmonton's 
2015-2018 budget being 
spent on cycling infra¬ 
structure, last week, 
Patterson made the case 
in a presentation that 

in many cities, investing 
in bike infrastructure 
is often cheaper than 
investing in roads.

Residents hoping live theatre

Nearly three months after fire 
gutted the historic Roxy The¬ 
atre on 124 Street, the torched 
debris seems frozen in time 
— left exactly as it was after 
firefighters doused the charred 
structure and investigators 
wrapped up their work. 

But within the next month, 
the Theatre Network will dis¬ 
mantle the building and clean 
the site, making way for what 
neighbours hope will be a re¬ 


turn of live theatre to the arts- 
focused 124 St. district. 

Down the block at Tiramisu 
Bistro, owner Seble Isaac said 
the Roxy’s absence is noticed 
— a missing piece of the puzzle 
that makes up the street. 

“We’d get the after-theatre 
crowd in here, but mostly we 
just miss them as part of our 
community,” she said. “It’d be 
amazing for all of us on the 
street if they rebuild and bring 


theatre back.” 

According to Theatre Net¬ 
work communications manager 
Taylor Chadwick, board mem¬ 
bers are now exploring eveiy 
option to rebuild on the ori¬ 
ginal site, though the company 
is yet to announce a decision. 

“We’re all focused on what 
we do best right now, and that’s 
making sure our shows hap¬ 
pen,” Chadwick said.

Candidates vying for seats will 
be off to the races Tuesday as 
Albertans once again go to the 
polls. As the election plays out 
across the province, here are 
four themes to watch for in 
Alberta. 

Easy battle? 

With the Wildrose still reeling 
from the defection of former 
leader Danielle Smith and the 
provincial Liberals still search¬ 
ing for a leader, Premier Jim 
Prentice was expected to have 
an easy victory in front of him 
when rumours of a provincial 
election first surfaced. 

While no one is expecting 
the Tories — the longest serv¬ 
ing government in Canada — 
to be suddenly swept from 
power, a poll released last week 
did question how easy it will be 


for them in the coming battle. 

Polling firm Mainstreet Tech¬ 
nologies put the Wildrose and 
the Progressive Conservatives 
tied across the province at 24 
per cent. It also found Alber¬ 
tans weren’t warm to the 
budget, which includes high¬ 
er taxes and fees, along with 
significant cuts to program 
spending. 

NDP surge 

Several recent polls have 
showed the NDP currently 
holds a strong first-place pos¬ 
ition in Edmonton, including 
a poll from Mainstreet, which 
put the party in first place in 
the city. 

NDP leader Rachel Notley 
said the party hopes to grow 
in the campaign, but also said 
they expect to expand their 
footprint in the city. 

“Edmonton is important to 
us. I have been representing a 
part of Edmonton since 2008,” 
she said 

Notley said as the govern¬ 
ment presses ahead with public 
service cuts, Edmonton needs 
someone who will watch out 
for their interests. 

“We’re the capital city. A 
lot of our public sector em¬ 
ployees work here,” she said. 
“When the government says 


they don’t care about those 
services, they’re jeopardizing 
the economy here.” 

Voter turnout 

Who Albertans will vote for 
is the central question of this 
campaign. But how many of 
them will actually turn up is 
perhaps the bigger concern. 

In 2012, 54.4 per cent of Al¬ 
bertans managed to cast a bal¬ 
lot, which was a high point as 
election turnout has dwindled 
in recent years, with just 40.6 
per cent of people voting in 
2008 and 44.7 per cent in 2004. 

Last chance for Alberta Party 

The Alberta Party is looking 
to make a breakthrough of its 
own in this campaign, as the 
fledgling party still pushes to 
elect its first MLA. 

The party won just 1.33 per 
cent of the popular vote in 
the 2012 election, but in the 
Calgary-Elbow by-election last 
year, new party leader Greg 
Clark placed second and came 
close to unseating education 
minister Gordon Dirks. 

Clark told Metro the party 
intends to field about 30 can¬ 
didates this time around with 
the goal of getting at least two 
MLAs into the legislature.

EXPENSE SCANDAL 

Suspended 
senator facing 
31 charges 

Suspended senator Mike Duffy 
may be the one on trial, but 
others will also see their motives, 
character and actions dissected, 
examined and critiqued over the 
next several weeks inside an Ot¬ 
tawa courtroom. 

Beginning Tuesday, Crown 
lawyers will lay out their fraud, 
breach of trust and bribeiy case 
against the former Conservative 
— 31 charges in total. 

But so, too, will begin lawyer 
Donald Bayne’s defence of Duffy, 
a counter-attack that will likely 
focus in part on the behaviour 
of key figures from the Prime 
Minister’s Office and party circles. 

The expected release of new 
documents and internal emails 
in the form of court exhibits has 
the capacity to breathe new life 
into the political scandal that 
consumed the House of Com¬ 


mons two years ago. 

A crush of media interest in 
the trial has prompted officials 
to establish an overflow room 
at the courthouse where several 
camera angles are displayed on 
large screens in order to accom¬ 
modate journalists. 


Bayne has already given a pub¬ 
lic preview of sorts of how he 
plans to approach the allegations. 
Back in October 2013, Bayne held 
an animated news conference to 
respond to the looming suspen¬ 
sion of his client from the upper 
chamber. Charges were laid in 


July 2014. 

That spring, news broke that 
the prime minister’s chief of 
staff, Nigel Wright, had secretly 
paid for Duffy’s $90,000 in con¬ 
tested living expenses. 

Duffy had submitted claims 
for a secondary residence in 
the Ottawa area, even though 
an audit said he spent approxi¬ 
mately 30 per cent of his time 
at the designated primary resi¬ 
dence in P.E.I.. 

Police allege Duffy was the one 
setting conditions and making 
demands in exchange for resolv¬ 
ing the expenses controversy— 
hence the bribeiy charge. An 
email dated Feb. 13, 2013, in 
which Duffy’s previous lawyer 
outlined a number of scenar¬ 
ios and conditions, is a central 
document. 

Bayne and Duffy have alleged 
it’s the other way around. 

“The payment of $90,000 was 
not the doing of Senator Duffy,” 
Bayne said in 2013. 

“It was a political tactic forced 
on him by the Prime Minister’s

Bluebird days on the ski slopes 
and expeditions to rivers frothing 
with spawning salmon could be 
among the quintessential British 
Columbia pastimes that vanish in 
the next centuiy if the province’s 
glaciers maintain their melt. 

Results of a 3D computer simu¬ 
lation, published in a newly re¬ 
leased study, reveal in more detail 
than ever before the magnitude 
of glacial thawing due to climate 
change. The study was pub¬ 
lished Monday in 
the journal Nature 
Geoscience. 

It confirms and 
goes one step fur¬ 
ther than previous 
projections on gla¬ 
cial melt, holding 
up a magnifying 
glass to specific 
geography in Western Canada 
and spurring scientific theorizing 
about potential localized impacts. 

Researchers anticipate that by 
2100, disappearing glaciers may 
alter how much water is deliv¬ 
ered to salmon spawning beds 
in the B.C. Interior and similarly 
dry up corporate visions of future 
ski resorts, said study co-author 
Gany Clarke. 

A near-total loss of glacial 


ice is expected to be concen¬ 
trated in the Rocky Mountains, 
said Clarke, professor emeritus 
with the University of British 
Columbia. 

Similar disappearance rates 
are expected in B.C.’s southeast¬ 
ern Columbia Mountains. But 
the southern coast mountains 
may fare better than previously 
expected, mostly sparing the vis¬ 
ually stunning Mount Garibaldi, 
north of Squamish, B.C. 

Ice caps in 
B.C.’s northwest, 
close to the Al¬ 
aska and Yukon 
borders, should 
also survive. 

Researchers 
spent nearly a 
decade coding 
and embedding 
influential factors into the simu¬ 
lation, amounting to high-resolu¬ 
tion representations of die glacial 
degradation in B.C. and Alberta 
over the years, said Clarke. 

The study projects the max¬ 
imum rate of ice volume retreat 
to occur between 2020 and 2040. 

Earlier forecasts using less 
sophisticated calculus predicted 
the glacial-mass loss would be

Canadian couple suing U.S. 
sperm bank over fraud claims 


Angela Collins and Margaret 
Elizabeth Hanson thought they 
were opting for a highly educated 
man with an “impressive health 
histoiy” when they selected a 
donor from a U.S.-based sperm 
bank to start their family. 

It was only years after the 
birth of their son that the Port 
Hope, Ont., couple learned they 
hadn’t been told their donor was 
a schizophrenic college dropout 
with a criminal record, they al¬ 
lege in a lawsuit filed in a Georgia 
court last week. 

The couple is seeking damages 
for pain, suffering and financial 
losses as it alleges Xytex Corp. 
engaged in fraud, misrepresen¬ 
tation, negligence and batteiy,

The couple are the only 
ones affected, Hersh 
added. The suit states the 
donor appears to have 
fathered 36 children and 
Hersh said she had at least 
15 other clients who may be 
joining the lawsuit. 

among other claims. 

When reached for comment 
on Monday, Collins said she 
wasn’t ready to speak publicly 
on the suit, but her lawyer said 
the legal action was an import¬ 
ant one. 

“The case is significant be¬ 


cause I believe both fertility clin¬ 
ics and the sperm banks and 
everyone associated with the 
industry requires accountability 
and regulation,” San Francisco- 
based lawyer, Nancy Hersh, said. 

“It would have been very easy 
for Xytex to have conducted an 
investigation in order to confirm 
the representations that they 
were making about this donor.” 

Collins and Hanson filed the 
suit to help provide account¬ 
ability in the industry, prevent a 
similar situation for others, and 
establish a “medical monitoring 
fund” for their child because 
he has an increased risk of de¬ 
veloping schizophrenia, Hersh

Newfoundland and Labrador’s 
premier says his staff told police 
about potentially threatening 
tweets Friday, two days before 
the man behind the account 
was shot dead by an officer on 
the premier’s security team.

John Kiriakou 
on Canadian 
intelligence, 
Maher Arar 

A former CIA spy’s eyes widen 
when he hears that, in Can¬ 
ada, the political opposition 
doesn’t get to see or scrutin¬ 
ize national-security intelli¬ 
gence files. 

“You’re kidding me,” says 
John Kiriakou, who’s now 
under house arrest in Virginia 
after a two-year prison stay for 
revealing information about 
his former employer. 

“That’s shocking to me. It 
seems to block any chance of 
a national consensus on an 
issue that I think would be 
very serious. There has to be 
oversight.” 

Kiriakou made the remarks 
during an interview in which 
he described an internal con¬ 
troversy within the CIA over 
the arrest and rendition of 
Canadian Maher Arar to be 
tortured in a Syrian prison. 
Many colleagues protested, 
arguing that they were punish¬ 
ing an innocent man, he said. 


The CIA’s role in the 2002-03 
affair has never been publicly 
scrutinized. 

But the fallout in Canada 
did include a public inquiry 
and a $ 10-million government 
payout to Arar. A major rec¬ 
ommendation from the in¬ 
quiry was an overhaul of the 
model used to scrutinize in¬ 
telligence work. 

A decade later, that rec¬ 
ommendation from the Arar 
inquiry has never been im¬ 
plemented — even as the Can¬ 
adian government prepares to 
provide intelligence agencies 
with more power in its new 
anti-terror bill. 

The inquiry recommended 
giving review bodies the 
power to scrutinize more 
than one agency at a time 
— so that they could see, for 
instance, how CSIS and the 
RCMP co-operate on cases. 
Also, four former prime minis¬ 
ters recently noted the failure 
of reforms that would have 
allowed politicians from dif¬ 
ferent parties to access intel¬ 
ligence files. 

Some state secrets are ne¬ 
cessary, he said — but they 
need to be shared with people 
who will keep the government 
accountable, the Canadian press

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U.S. native reservations 
resist marriage equality 


SAME-SEX UNIONS 

Supreme Court 
cannot legislate 
on sovereign 
native land 

Even if a U.S. Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing this spring makes same-sex 
marriage the law, it would leave 
pockets of the countiy where it 
isn’t likely to be recognized any 
time soon: the reservations of 
a handful of sovereign Native 
American tribes, including the 
two largest. 

Since 2011, as the number of 
states recognizing such unions 
spiked to 37, at least six small¬ 
er tribes have revisited and let 
stand laws that define marriage 
as being between a man and a 
woman, according to an Asso¬ 
ciated Press review of tribal re¬ 
cords. In all, tribes with a total 
membership approaching one 
million bar the institution. 

Several explicitly prohibit 
same-sex marriage. And some 
have toughened their stance. 


In December, just weeks after 
North Carolina began issuing 
marriage licences to same-sex 
couples, the state’s Eastern Band 
of Cherokee Indians updated its 
law to add language preventing 
gay couples from having mar¬ 
riage ceremonies performed on 
tribal land. 

The Cherokee Nation in Okla¬ 
homa and the Navajo Nation, 
with about 300,000 members 
each, maintain decade-old laws 
that don’t recognize same-sex 
marriage. 

Neither tribe has shown much 
sign of shifting. 

Alray Nelson, a gay rights ac¬ 
tivist who fives with his partner 
Brennen Yonnie on the Navajo 
reservation, said the tribe’s law 
denies same-sex couples the right 
to be included in decisions on a 
partner’s health care, or to share 
in a home site lease. 

Getting a marriage licence 
would only require a short drive 
to a courthouse off the reserva¬ 
tion, but the couple — both en¬ 
rolled Navajo members—would 
rather wait until it’s allowed on 
the reservation.

How to take the road 
back on your bike

Every cyclist knows someone 
like the lady I saw on 109th 
street the other day. The edge 
of the road was covered with 
gravel and the entire third of 
the lane closest to the curb 
plagued with potholes. Yet 
that’s where she was cycling. 

I know people, mostly 
women, who love cycling but 
are afraid of roads. So if they 
don’t drive, they ride “defen¬ 
sively,” which often translates 
into being stuck in the gutter, 
in five centimetres of gravel. 
Over there, with greater chan¬ 
ces of wiping out or being hit 
because of reduced visibility 
and right-hand turners, they 
should be afraid of dying. 

Let’s just put this out there: 


cycling is safe. According to 
studies, it’s roughly as safe 
as driving or walking. But 
the health benefits of cycling 
mean that the small risk of 
dying is outweighed by the 
added longevity of being phys¬ 
ically active. 

Jody Bailey is a web de¬ 
veloper, photographer, and 
car-free cyclist. When he went 
to university in London, Ont., 
he was known as “the bike 
guy” — one of the few year- 
round cyclists. He would help 
anxious cyclists with route 
mapping and accompany 
them on their commute, to 
show them how to ride assert¬ 
ively on the road. 

“It’s fear,” Bailey says of 
people feeling unsafe when 
they bike, “this idea that the 
cars belong on the road and 
cyclists don’t.” 

He points out that it’s only 
been since the 1950s that 


roads were decisively seen as 
the domain of motor vehicles. 
“We have created a society 
that says a car is freedom. The 
byproduct is a sense of entitle¬ 
ment. Get out of my way. Get 
off my road.” 

Bailey says that taking 
the road back entails simple 
things, like taking up the 
whole lane (completely legal) 
if you need to in order to feel 
safe. That means not riding 
in the gutter and not rid¬ 
ing on the sidewalks. At red 
lights, stopping in front of the 
cars, not beside them, so that 
vehicles can see you. In short, 
acting more like a vehicle 
so that drivers can predict 
your actions. Those anxious 
about — but interested— in 
commuting can email their 
starting point and destination 
to Edmonton Bicycle Commut¬ 
ers, along with any relevant 
information (say a longer 


trip if it meant you were on 
multi-use trails the entire way) 
someone there will customize 
a route for you. 

The organization has 
thought about having a Bike to 
Work Day, where experienced 
cycling commuters would 
partner up with those inter¬ 
ested in hying it out. 

But don’t underestimate 
just asking the cyclist in your 
workplace to show you the 
ropes. Chances are, she or he 
will be delighted to help out. 

“A lot of it is just seeing 
someone else on a bike who 
seems that they belong on 
the road,” says Bailey. “Once 
you see someone else cycling 
confidently, you realize it’s 
possible.”

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We don't need another 
Jackie — rape is real 


So, Rolling Stone got it wrong 
about Jackie. 

And now that one of most 
salacious rape stories of 
recent times has been pulled 
from the magazine's website, 
it might feel like we've lost 
something. 

Jackie (not her real name) 
was the centrepiece of Rolling 
Stone's explosive and widely 
criticized story of gang rape at 
a U.S. college fraternity. 

The story has crumbled 
under scrutiny. In an in¬ 
dependent investigation into 
how the magazine screwed 
up quite so horribly, Rolling 
Stone's journalists have now 
been publicly shamed. 

Some worry this gives am¬ 
munition to rape deniers. 

But we don't need another 
story of a brutal assault — 
another Jackie — to prove we 
have a rape problem. 

We have data. 

In Canada, one in three 
women will be sexually as¬ 
saulted — a term that includes 
rape. That's a statistic I've 
been aware of for at least a 
decade. There are also an 
estimated 460,000 sexual 
assaults in this country every 
year. 

The CBC recently compiled 
statistics of rape on Canadian 
campuses — 700 reported 
over the last five years. It 
quoted experts who suggest 
that's only a fraction of the 
real number. 

We also have high-profile 
cases of the kind that are sup¬ 
posed to spur change. 
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There's Rehtaeh Parsons, 
and more recently Rinelle 
Harper. There are also the 
six women who accuse Jian 
Ghomeshi of sexual assault. 

Yet, we still seem to be on 
the hunt for that final, hor¬ 
rifying story. One placed so 
squarely in our own culture, 
in our own lives, on our own 
campuses, that we have to 
admit rape is our problem to 
solve. 

The investigation into Roll¬ 
ing Stone's reporting found 
that the magazine's reporter 
and editors chose Jackie's 
story because it was so 
extreme. 

Rolling Stone's reporter 
and editors also claim their 
empathy got the best of them. 
On some level, I'd argue they 
wanted Jackie's story to be 
true, perhaps so it would 
cause so much outrage that 
change would have to follow. 

But there is no silver bullet. 

"How many more stories 
do we have to hear to know 
that this is a serious epidemic 
in Canada?" Farrah Khan, an 
anti-violence against women 
activist, asked me. 

Yes, it's important to report 
on sexual assault, to tell the 
stories of survivors. But static¬ 
ally, you already know many 
of them. You shouldn't need 
to look into every single one 
of their faces before deciding 
to act. 

I don't need to hear about 
another Jackie to know we 
have a problem. 

Do you?

Singer adopts a

After two albums with his long¬ 
time band Junip, Swedish indie 
folk artist Jose Gonzalez returns 
to his more familiar guise for 
a third solo album, Vestiges & 
Claws (released on Mute Records 
in Febraaiy). 

Vestiges & Claws has the same 
thoughtful and haunting sound 
Gonzalez is known for from his 
first two album — a hushed mix 
of veiled thought and firmly 
picked notes. This time, how¬ 
ever, he coloured his musical 
palette a few shades darker. 

Trying something new 

“Ever since ’98 and ’99 when I 
started writing these types of 
songs, I felt like I had found a 
style I was comfortable with,” 
Gonzalez says quietly over a 
crackling phone connection to 
his home in Gothenburg. “I was 
playing acoustic guitar and sing¬ 
ing, but I had not found a way 
to have some darker elements in 
the music and the lyrics.” 

He describes the songs on the 
new album as childlike at first 
and then passive-aggressive. “To 
me, it gives a sinister impres¬ 
sion,” he says. 

It's not all about him 

Instead of using the song-writing 
process as a time of self-reflec¬ 
tion, Gonzalez says he looked 
outward, writing about human¬ 
ity as a whole. 

“In general, I always try to find 
(as wide a) view as possible,” he 
says. “That becomes more in¬ 


teresting to me (when a song) 
doesn’t just have one meaning. 
I love it when a lyric doesn’t feel 
specific to me.” 

Despite the album’s dark 
themes, influenced in part by 
the barrage of gruesome world 
news, Gonzalez says he still feels 
pretty positive about the state of 
society today. “Violence is just 
one feeling you get from watch¬ 
ing the news. But if you look at 
global statistics and a wider time 
frame, it isn’t so bad... I’m opti¬ 
mistic about specific parts.... But 
if you’re just watching the news, 
then it doesn’t look so good.” 


When Ben Stiller calls, you 
pick up 

Gonzalez seems like a 
serious kind of guy, but 
he admits he's a Ben 
Stiller fan. So when the 
comedian, actor, and 
director contacted 
Gonzalez and asked him 
to curate music to Stiller's 
2013 remake of The 
Secret Life of Walter Mitty, 
he absolutely took the call. 


"That was a wow 
moment," Gonzalez 
chuckles. 

"When my manager 
mentioned that Ben Stiller 
wanted to call me I was 
like 'What?' 

"Then I got the script 
and read it and started 
to prepare, and see what 
I could do. When Ben 
called, that was quite a 
moment for me."
